1. HEAD OF SOUTH KOREAN TRADE MISSION CHUNG INFORMED ME EARLIER 
THIS WEEK OF LINE OF DISCUSSION BETWEEN VISITING SOUTH KOREAN 
VICE FOREIGN MINISTER LU SHEN YUNG AND FOREIGN MINISTER TAQLA 
AUGUST 18. CHUNG SAID TAQLQ PROMISED LEBANON WOULD GENERALLY 
SUPPORT SOUTH KOREAN REQUEST TO BE INCLUDED IN LIMA NON-ALIGNED 
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POSITION REGARDING ISSUE AT UPCOMING UNGA SESSION AND SAID LEBANON 
WOULD KEEP SOUTH KOREAN DESIRES IN MIND BUT WOULD HAVE TO VOTE

KOREAN ACTIVITY HERE( NOTING THAT NORTH KOREANS ALREADY MAINTAIN 
LARGER NUMBER OF STAFF MEMBERS IN BEIRUT THAN DO SOUTH KOREANS) 
CHUNG SAID HE HAD BEEN OVERRULED BY HIS VICE FOREIGN MINISTER 

I AGAIN REPEAT THAT THIS IS A SILLY MOVE BY SOUTH KOREANS WHICH 
DEPARTMENT SHOULD TRY TO HAVE REVERSED IN SEOUL. 

3. CHUNG AND WE INTERPRET TAQLA'S COMMENTS ON LEBANESE POSITION 
IN UNGA AS PRESAGING ABSTENTION ON ALL RESOLUTIONS CONNECTED 
WITH SOUTH OR NORTH KOREA. THIS IS IMPRESSON GAINED BY BRITISH 

DCM AS WELL, WHEN ON AUGUST 20 HE SUPPORTED OUR EARLIER REPRESENT ATIO 
N 

TO FOREIGN MINISTRY DEPARTMENT HEAD HADDAD (REFTEL). HADDAD TOLD 
BRITISH DCM THAT TAQLA IS PERSONALLY MAKING ALL DECISIONS ON THIS 
MATTER AND IS FOLLOWING LONG ESTABLISHED PRACTICE HE HAS SET. 

THIS POLICY WAS REITERATED IN PRESS RELEASE BY FOREIGN MINISTRY 
SPOKESMAN AUGUST 18 WHICH SAID IN PART QUOTE THE LEBANESE POSITION 
ON THE KOREAN ISSUE HAS BEEN REPEATEDLY CONFIRMED. AT PRESENT 
LEBANON DOES NOT RECOGNIZE EITHER OF THE TWO COUNTRIES AND IT
